the World Trade Center, national television 
was obsessed with what? The Taliban? 
Osama bin Laden? Nope. Sharks. 
precise: Killer sharks menacing beaches. 
Sounds as if there’s a good movie in there 
somewhere. Whether the broadcasters 
were for or against the sharks was never 
quite clear. Their sense of high purpose no 
doubt restrained them from taking sides. 

These days just difficult figure 
out where the networks and cable outlets 
stand in the pressing case of JonBenet 
Ramsey. The pretty six-year-old is, of 
course, still dead, as now is her mother — 
of natural causes (cancer, if you were won- 
dering). But her dad is still alive and able 
to stand media trial for allowing his wife to 
enter the girl beauty pageants. And, 
the way, too bad TV all but convicted the 
couple for killing their daughter decade 
earlier. How time flies. 

When history repeats itself, least ac- 
cording to that godless old communist Karl 
Marx, the first time is tragedy, the second 
time is farce. Marx may have been wrong 
about economics, but was certainly pre- 
scient about the mass media. Does the 
name Richard Jewell ring a bell? He was 
the mad bomber of the Atlanta Olympics, 
except turned out Remember 
Chandra Levy? She was the young woman 
from hometown America who interned in 
Washington and apparently had an affair 
with Congressman Garry Condit that same 
summer sharks were threatening the na- 
tion’s coastal integrity. That Condit was a 
sleaze was enough for most the media 
all but convict him of Levy’s murder. 

Now comes John Mark Karr, another 
sleaze ball of even grander proportions. 
Once married to a 13-year-old, Karr was so 
fascinated with the 1993 murder of 12-year- 
old Polly Klaas that he moved to the home- 
town of her killer, Richard Allen Davis. His 
interest in Michael Jackson was surpassed 
only by his obsession with the Ramsey 
case. That he “confessed” and was taken 
into custody Thailand, the international 
capital pedophilia, was almost too good 
true, least from the point view 
of assignment editors. Only the Vatican 
would have been better. Think all those 
swishy vestments. 

What are the lessons in all of this? 
There are several, none at all edifying. 

First, there is the role of big media, in 
creasingly concentrated the hands 
an ever-smaller group of monopolists 
who cravenly peddle the news were 
an off-the-shelf commodity like some 
synthetic-cheese product. The men and 


women who control and staff broadcasting 
are, for the most part, well educated and 
should know better. But instead of harbor- 
ing elite values, as Republican and conser- 
vative critics would have you believe, they 
are — more often than not — creatures of 
the marketplace, intent on playing to the 
lowest common denominator. (The irony 
that critics of the media usually champion 
the marketplace is, conveniently, lost in 
the shuffle.) When politically inconven- 
ient news like the failure of the war on 
drugs the failure 
President’s war Iraq his cam- 
paign against civil liberties does make it 
to the air waves, it is in spite of — not 
because of — the broadcasters and their 
corporate masters. 

And then there our own societal obses- 
sion with pedophilia, vile and unspeak- 
able crime, to be sure. But stories like the 
JonBenet-murder case allow us to have it 
both ways; to be smug and superior — and 
virtuously horrified — while never having 
come grips with the true enormity 
child abuse writ large. Somewhere around 
1.3 million children are savagely beaten 
abandoned by their parents every year; add 
that those who suffer more subtle but 
equally real mistreatment and the number 
climbs even higher. Can this situation ever 
be eradicated? Probably not. Consider the 
more than 20 years it took to expose the 
Catholic Church’s organized institutional 
indifference to clergy members’ sexual abuse 
of children — certainly criminal in spirit — 


and you begin understand not just the 
magnitude the problem, but the odds 
against addressing it. Wallowing the 
details of young Ramsey’s murder may 
make us feel better, but it will be DNA, not 
the ingredients and method preparation 
Karr’s in-flight shrimp dish that will 
will not lead to a conviction. That too gets 
lost the shuffle. 

The cynical overkill of stories like the 
Ramsey murder squeezes out news that 
matters, whether the under-reported 
combat and political failures now all- 
but-forgotten Afghanistan, the scan- 
dalous widespread failure Katrina relief 
and rebuilding efforts (see “Mississippi 
Blues,” News and Features, page 18), or 
cultural and artistic stories mid-rank 
that are not sexy or commercially potent 
enough penetrate the mind-numbing 
sieve that envelops most broadcast news.

The streets of Miami's Little Havana 

were bustling with Cubans earlier this 
month, anxious about Fidel Castro’s sickness 
and his decision to cede power, at least tem- 
porarily, to his younger brother Raul. But 
there was little sign of commotion recently 
in the predominately Spanish-speaking 
section of Jamaica Plain, in Hyde Square. 
In this community, there was anticipation 
of a different sort. For many of the neigh- 
borhood's Cubans — some exiles, some 
who have spent their entire lives in these 
city streets — the island nation’s changing 
leadership ushers in a chance to end com- 
munist rule and reunite those separated by 
the country’s diaspora. 

Of course, no one in JP’s Hyde Square 
Cuban community is certain that Fidel’s 
departure will break the US embargo and 
open the doors to democracy, just as no one 
is certain they will rush back to their former 
homes. But for those, like Aida Lopez, who 
have viewed their indefinite stay in America 
as a temporary respite, the prospect of a 
Fidel-free Cuba is exactly what they have 
been waiting for. 

The owner of La Casa de los Regalos, 
Aida came to the US in 1971 and still keeps 
calendars and postcards of “old Cuba” ina 
drawer insider her party-decorating store. 
She was just 12 years old when Fidel over- 
threw Fulgenico Batista in 1959. But she viv- 
idly remembers it. It was then, Aida says, 
that Fidel came to power and destroyed her 
family. 


“We were together all the time before 
Fidel.” Which is why, at 71, Aida still looks 
forward to returning to Cuba and reunit- 
ing her family. “I'm going back when Fidel 
dies,” she says, her voice quavering with 
emotion and excitement. 

But not everyone in Aida’s neighborhood 
is as eager to uproot themselves from their 
American lives and delve into the past. 
Down the street from Aida’s shop, Sixto 
Lopez watches over Vasallo’s Fashions, a 
small store filled with brightly colored eve- 
ningwear and glossy accessories. With plain 
clothes and a quiet voice, he seems out of 
place in his surroundings. Yet he feels this 
corner of Boston is now his home. A former 
political prisoner, Sixto spent seven months 
in a Havana jail for opposing Fidel’s poli- 
cies. Two years after his release, he emi- 
grated to Venezuela before settling in the 
US. “Even though I feel Cuban, my mind is 
American,” he says. 

Sixto has been fortunate in a way that 
not all Cubans share. Some of his family 
remain in the Jamaica Plain area, includ- 
ing his cousin, Eduardo, who works down 
the street at Mr.V’s, an auto-parts business 
started by his father who left Buena Vista 
in 1943. Together, the family has retained 
its Cuban identity wh. e assimilating to the 
surrounding culture. § or this younger gen- 
eration, Cuba is not just a place — a former 
home — but an ideal and a culture that can 
be appreciated from afar. 

Eduardo, in fact, has never visited Cuba. 


Yet he disapproves with a stronger, more 
authoritative voice than his elder cousin 

of what Castro’s reign has brought. “I hate 
him,” he says. “He has done so much harm 
to so many people. My family has never re- 
turned because of him.” 

Eduardo, who busies himself with a wall 
of designer hubcaps and the management of 
his employees, is part of a new, more- 
Americanized stock of Cuban immigrants. 
Unlike Aida, he does not surround himself 
with postcards and memories, and he toggles 
effortlessly between English and Spanish. 
Still, his anger is palpable (“I don’t wish for 
anyone to die, but the devil has its days”), 
revealing that he is deeply attached to Cuba’s 
plight. 

Were Castro to die, triggering real change 
in the political situation, Eduardo says he'd 
visit Cuba — but only to see where his family 
is from. “I grew up with good Cuban food. I 
am business-minded. I am very close to my 
family. ... 1 was taught never to abandon 
Spanish asset not liability,” the 
younger cousin says. “These are the values 
that make me Cuban, but you can’t forget 
that I grew up in the US.” 

Cuban immigrants’ next moves, much 
like their journeys here, could involve yet 
another high-stakes gamble. Aida, for one, 
is ready for what may come. In Jamaica 
Plain, she is still waiting: “I respect the US 
and adore the people, but it is not Cuba and I 
miss my home.”

James Harrington, a/k/a Jimmy Reject, former drummer for the 
shoulda-been-legendary Boston glam/trash punks the Dimestore 


In recent years Jimmy discovered the therapeutic effects of 
writing, and his two self-published books — the autobiographi- 


Haloes, published novelist, passionate rock critic, compulsive Live- 
Journal scribbler, former ice-cream shop employee, GC Allin fan, 
and through-and-through punk rocker, died suddenly last Monday 
at age 35. For a guy who called himself an “outsider,” whose self- 
chosen nom de punk reflected his sense of isolation in this world, 
he’ll be missed by more people than he might have guessed. 

When I profiled Jimmy exactly one year ago (see “Persona non 
grata,” News and Features, August 26, 2005), I found a smart guy

— seemed to help him process a tumultuous life marked by men- 
tal illness, alcoholism, and a general feeling of unease with the 
world at large. At the same time, this self-described “reject” had 
deep empathy and wanted to help others with similar problems. 
“My aim was to write something that was of tangible use to other 
people,” Jimmy told me last year. “If anyone reading this picks 

up Notes on Johnny Nihil and derives great help from it, then they've 


who was very shy. A big guy who was very fragile. Someone who 
was honest about his own struggles and shortcomings, and who 
had a deadpan, self-deprecating sense of humor. And someone 
who — above all — had an undying love of punk. Jimmy Reject was 
not the world’s greatest drummer. But he tapped into the music 
and the lifestyle as much for the self-expression and -reinvention 


they encouraged as for 
the middle finger they 
waved at the world. 
And it wasn’t mere slo- 
ganeering. 
“Jimmy embodied 
punk in a way most 
people only play at, and 
he did it for the majority 
of his life while most people 
just see it as a teenage phase,” 
says Dimestore Haloes front- 
man Chaz Matthews. “He loved 
to push buttons and offend people, 
and so did 1, which is why we clicked 
in the first place. We had similar emotion- 
al responses to things and we both were 
obsessives. Both of us totally saw punk as 
confrontational theater, not as populism. 
While other bands were singing about 
‘unity’ we were trying to be individualists.”

In September of 1969, the NL East 
division-leading Chicago Cubs were play- 
ing the New York Mets at Shea Stadium 
when a black cat bolted onto the field 
and ran past the Cubs’ dugout.

That's 
how I knew Jimmy was in the room, and I 
could aimost hear him giggling.”

Needling the Editor 


Activists take 
Worcester mag’s 
cover into their 
own hands 


The new state law allowing over-the-counter sales 
of hypodermic needles has caused plenty of con- 
troversy. But the latest clash is between those who 
agree on the issue. Worcester magazine has edito- 
rialized in favor of the law and, going further, for 
a needle-exchange program as an effective way to 
reduce the alarming spread of HIV among 
intravenous-drug users. A group of 10 Worcester 
activists favor exactly the same thing. 

So why did the 10 activists feel it necessary to 
deface as many as 2000 copies of the latest issue 
of the publication, which features a cover story 
titled “The Path of the 
Needle”? 

“The cover of 
last week's Worcester 
magazine sensation- 
alized a life-or-death 
issue,” says one of 
the participants, 
who asked that his 
name not be used. 

“We were ali out- 
raged at the cover and 
the substance of the 
article as well.” 

The article, by staff 
writer Scott Zoback, looks at what might happen to 
the easily purchased needles after they are used — a 
piece of the puzzle, the article shows, that has not 
yet been adequately addressed, with the law set to 
take effect September 18. 

The eye-catching cover features a hypodermic 
needle replacing the! in “Needle,” and the line: 
“What neighborhoods face when drugstores sell 
needles like cigarettes.” 

The issue hit the streets last Thursday, and 
quickly riled the friends, who saw “fear- 
mongering” and playing into the hands of those 
opposed to the new law. 

Some in their position would write letters to the 
editor complaining. They chose to change the cover. 

On Friday and Saturday, the friends went out 
on foot, bicycle, and car with stickers carefully 
designed in Photoshop. Applied to the front of the 
magazine, the stickers added a brief phrase, so that 
the cover now read: “Less HIV infections is What 
neighborhoods face when drugstores sell needles 
like cigarettes.” 

They claim to have added the stickers to 2000 
of the 40,000 copies distributed around the city. 
Then they tipped off the which 
reported the headline ambush on Tuesday. 

All of this has simply drawn more attention 
to Worcester magazine's coverage of an important 
topic, says its editor, Michael Warshaw. “This is 
exactly the kind of ruckus we're looking for — and 
we encourage people to read the story,” he says. 
“The best thing can advance the public 
dialogue, and we did.” Nevertheless, he prefers 
that future covers be left alone.

And which 
them would best serve the Democrats come 
November? 


MAYOR AND THE MIDDLE CLASS 
Let’s start with Tim Murray, who won the 
Massachusetts Democratic Party’s nominat- 
ing convention June. mayor Worces- 
ter, Murray has heftier governmental expe- 
rience than either of his rivals. (Goldberg is 
community blessed with high property- 
tax base and paucity urban problems; 
Silbert has never held elected office.) Grant- 
ed, the Worcester mayoralty comes with 
asterisk: city manager oversees Worces- 
day-to-day operations, and the 
job always goes to one of Worcester’s at-large 
city councilors. But Murray can truthfully 
say he’s the top elected official Massachu- 
second-largest city. 

This helps his candidacy few levels. 
For starters, sharpens his sales pitch. 
(For example, Murray can cite 

example when

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talking up the connection between 
service and economic devel- 
opment, favorite theme each Democrat- 
candidate.) Murray’s mayoral tenure 
has also yielded some valuable political al- 
lies: three dozen mayors from around Mass- 
achusetts have endorsed his candidacy, 
which gives him ready-made statewide 
framework. Finally, Murray uniquely ca- 
pable hammering Healey’s work 
Romney’s liaison to cities and towns — an 
aspect of Healey’s experience that her han- 
hope will asset this fall. Here’s 
how Murray described Healey’s Worcester 
“listening sessions” recent interview 
with the Phoenix: “She invites select group 
of people, and invites the media to come 
and listen — to watch her listen, and report 
her listening. And then, after the hour 
up, the lights off, the reporters’ note- 
books get put away, and she leaves.” 

Murray is clearly the smoothest retail 
politician the field, and with the endorse- 
ment of the Massachusetts AFL-CIO, he also 
looks organized labor’s favorite the 
(Goldberg has been endorsed five 
union locals, including the Boston and 
Brookline firefighters; Silbert’s sole endorse- 
ment, from the Marine Engineers Beneficial 
Association, probably sway the race.) 
But Silbert’s second-place finish June’s 
Democratic convention and the fact that 
she’s raised about $900,000 to date, more 
than either of her rivals — shows that she, 
too, has real shot the nomination. 

To some extent, Silbert’s successes so far 
suggest that her message which casts job 
creation kind public-policy panacea 
is resonating with voters. (On the stump, 
Silbert talks her work the Center for 
Women and Enterprise, which she co- 
founded and ran; the reckon- 
ing, she helped create 14,000 jobs Massa- 
chusetts and Rhode Island.) But other fac- 
tors may helping Silbert well. She 
comes across as the smartest candidate, in- 
tellectually speaking, the field sur- 
prise, given her educational pedigree. 
(Silbert has degrees from Harvard College, 
Harvard Business School, and Harvard’s 
Kennedy School of Government.) She also 
emphasizes environmental issues more 
than her competitors; this month, 
embark whistle-stop kayak tour 
Massachusetts waterways. 

In addition, Silbert’s international expe- 
rience unique the field: her 20s, she 
quit financial-analyst job Manhattan 
do development work in Latin America, 
working one point with street children 
Brazil. And unlike Murray (who’s made 
career politics) and flat- 
out loaded — more on that later), Silbert, 
who lives in Harwich, credibly casts herself 
struggling middle class. “My husband 
artist and designer running small busi- 
ness out our house,” she says. “We know 
firsthand about lot issues because 
how we live our lives. ...We currently buy 
our own health insurance. have plan 
that costs $600 a month and gives us virtu- 
ally coverage. working mother 
three kids, have very typical middle- 
class family.” . 


THE RICH ONE 

Which brings Goldberg, who, for bet- 
ter worse, can’t make the same claim. 
hails from the clan that gave 
Massachusetts Stop Shop, and ran the 
company until it succumbed to a hostile 
takeover. And thanks to this lineage, she’s 
very, very wealthy. 

Whether this will help hurt her candi- 
dacy open question. much- 
discussed video June’s Massachusetts De- 
mocratic Convention, Goldberg tried treat 
her Stop Shop ties with light touch, 
telling delegates that all the jobs she’d done 


the supermarket while growing had 
prepared her for the State House. (Exam- 
ple: since she’d once minded the candy 
counter, Goldberg would know how han- 
special interests.) The video was not 
well-received; today, Goldberg seems to 
consider mistake. “It was idea our 
media adviser the time,” Goldberg tells 
the Phoenix. “It’s not what | probably would 
have done, but I felt that he was more ex- 
perienced than was ... You learn put- 
ting yourself out there. one life 
perfect.” 

Talk Goldberg about her background, 
and her desire not dismissed 
pampered heiress unmistakable. “There 
are those who will draw unfair conclu- 
sions,” Goldberg says her wealth, “but 
those who know know there’s merit 
those conclusions ... That’s something 
dealt with whole life.” Instead, 
rather discuss the sundry jobs she did 
the family company, and her success 
steering that community through the 
post-September economic downturn. 
(During that period, Brookline added 
public-safety personnel without raising 
taxes.) Her sales pitch nutshell: truly 
feel that I’m the only candidate that has 
taken sort unique private-sector experi- 
ence, and then learned how to be very ef- 
fective the public sector.” 

All that said, being rich brings major po- 
litical advantages. far, Goldberg has 
kicked $2.1 million of her own money into 
her campaign more than Murray and 
Silbert have raised between them. (There’s 
a parallel here with Chris Gabrieli, the lone 
Democratic gubernatorial candidate capable 
self-funding his campaign.) Thanks 
this cash stash, Goldberg recently became 
the first candidate roll out advertise- 
ments, kicking things off last week with 
slick spot that plays her tenure chair 
the Brookline selectmen and features tes- 
timonials from a firefighter, an old guy, 
and a young mom. Both Murray and Silbert 
plan run ads their own before Septem- 
ber’s primary. But thanks Goldberg’s ear- 
ly start, and her ability to buy plenty of air 
time the primary home stretch, she 
seems destined win the battle. 


THE BEST FIT 

Democratic primary voters will pick 
both the gubernatorial and nominees 
the same day, it’s impossible say 
which candidate would most help the 
party the general-election fight. But it’s 
not too early ponder various hypothetical 
combinations. Tom Reilly and Tim Murray? 
Not the greatest combo, since features 
two Irish pols from Central Massachusetts. 
Deval Patrick and Tim Murray? Way more 
intriguing: Murray’s lunch bucket-Dem 
style could compliment liberal im- 
age, and his Worcester roots could help 
votes region that overwhelm- 
ingly broke for the Republicans 2002. 
Chris Gabrieli and Deborah Goldberg? With 
that well-heeled ticket, Republican Kerry 
Healey’s own deep pockets would suddenly 
whole lot less. Reilly and Silbert? 
Nice gender and ideological balance, that. 
Patrick and Silbert? Plenty brainpower 
there, but let the anti-lefty caricatures be- 
gin earnest. 

less than month, the Democratic 
Number Two will be fixed, for better or 
worse. now’s the time kick each can- 
didate’s tires.

Warner has many the credentials 
claim the role. Never having been senator, 
congressman, or administration figure, he 
can portray himself Washington 
sider. A successful businessman, he is no 
lifetime politician. He has been willing to 
publicly challenge and criticize the Democ- 
ratic Party establishment. has not only 
courted the progressive-grassroots commu- 
nity, has hired prominent “netroots” 
leader, and co-opted some the language 
and tactics the movement. 

The effort has reaped some success al- 
ready: although barely blip the gener- 
public’s radar screen, rates very well 
online presidential-preference polls tak- 
the progressive blogosphere, and he’s 
getting high marks among many activists 
the Cranite State.

HOW LOCAL HURRICANE KATRINA VOLUNTEER 
CHANGING THE SHAPE RELIEF WORK

photographer was living comfortably 
a leafy corner of the Northeast. Today, 
Card, 44, is running a nonprofit she 
co-founded called Mississippi Home 
Again (MHA). In the process, she has 
inadvertently created new model 
disaster relief. 

Much of the most-effective rebuilding 
has been done churches, who can 
command both funding and volunteer 
help from within their own denomina- 
tions, as well as by faith-based organiza- 
tions such as Habitat for Humanity. But 
the larger relief organizations, along 
with the government, have been pecu- 
liarly bogged down. 

That may be about to change, however, 
as the big boys are beginning to take their 
cues from small outfits like MHA. 


WASTED WINDFALL 

Like New Yorkers during the dizzying 
days that followed September 11, Gulf 
Coast residents afflicted Hurricane Ka- 
trina were united by tragedy, connected 
loss, and convinced that the country 
would come to their rescue. The destruc- 
tion, horror, and trauma of Katrina — the 
costliest and deadliest natural disaster in 
the history the United States bound 
people together, the government blew 
it on every level. As Americans watched the 
political, economic, and human disaster 


helping the family rebuild. 


unfold television, aghast its sheer 
scale, they poured millions dollars into 
private relief agencies, while untold 
numbers volunteers dropped every- 
thing assist the distribution life- 
sustaining aid. 

Among them was Card. Six weeks after 
Katrina made landfall last August 29, she 
found herself Pass Christian, Mississip- 
pi, about 70 miles east of New Orleans, 
surrounded desperate strangers and 
frantically passing out food the back 
Red Cross truck. 

“Back then,” she says, “people still had 
a certain energy, a survivor adrenaline. It 
was a lovefest down here. There were a lot 
high hopes, lot promises.” But 
those promises were broken, says Card, 
“so much so that people lost hope.” 

As Card doled out food, she talked with 
people, asking them how they were really 
living. “You think that people are going to 
be tired of telling their story. But the reali- 
they can’t tell their story enough.” 
Before long, survivors invited Card into 
their homes, revealing a level of destruc- 
tion that Card anticipated. Houses 
that looked okay from the outside were 
ruined inside, barely habitable. walls, 
beds, appliances. Mold and mud 
everywhere. People sleeping on cement 
floors, once covered by rugs, now covered 
plastic. Extended families sharing one 
or two rooms. “Forget creature comforts,” 
Card says. “People were living tents 
their front yards.” 

After seeing such devastation people’s

domestic infrastructure, Card began to feel 
that plopping potatoes plates was 
short-sighted. “Feeding people was love- 
ly,” she says, “but wasn’t long-term 
answer.” What they really needed, Card 
concluded, was the means become 
self-sufficient not only move back 
into their homes, but into homes in 
which they were equipped feed them- 
selves. The problem was that many Katrina 
survivors didn’t have the money buy 
the big-ticket items and appliances re- 
place the refrigerators, ovens, washer- 
driers, water heaters, and beds destroyed 
by the storm. 

after ten days back home New 
Hampshire, she, along with Tammy 
Agard, 38, a Red Cross volunteer from 
Montana, went back to Mississippi with a 
mission. Using $20,000 raised the 
Monadnock Express Fund, group nine 
Peterborough-area towns that raised 
money for Katrina victims, they launched 
Mississippi Home Again, nonprofit or- 
ganization that buys beds and appliances 
for people the Mississippi coast who 
lost those essential items to Katrina and 
can’t afford to replace them, “a critical 
step,” according the organization’s mis- 
sion statement, “on the long road back to 
normal life, independence and dignity.” 

MHA also committed delivering 
its material assistance with “empathy, 
compassion, and humor,” which is espe- 
cially needed right now. “The suicide 
rate something like 900 percent,” 
says Card. And anything has gotten 
worse over the past year, “it’s people’s 
emotional and mental state,” says Paige 
Roberts, executive director of the South- 
east Mississippi chapter the Red Cross. 
“As coming toward 
one year, people are 
nowhere near where 
they thought be. 
Nobody is the same. No- 
body going the 
same. We’re all readjust- 
ing who are now, 
as individuals, as fami- 
lies, and as a community.” 


SIMPLE SOLUTIONS 
Annie Card speaks not 
only with empathy, com- 
passion, and humor, but 
with sharp edge no- 
nonsense practicality.

Mistakes litanize. The come-up anthem 
“How Does It Feel?” does better with rolling 
tom-tom beats and syrupy horn tones, but 
you wonder whether Pharrell’s vague moti- 
vational verse could cut it even in the disci- 
plinarian’s office. Things get better 
“Raspy Shit,” which has cowbells and a 
funky bottom and “my money green like the 
helmet of a fascist,” but the slow jam “Best 
Friend” ground-zeroes the disc Pharrell 
juggles his best friend/co-Neptune, Chad 
Hugo, his dead grandma, and a hook about 
his Star Trak label. He rips Kanye West's 
nasally delivery “Keep Playa” and “That 
Girl,” forcing rhymes, mangling pronuncia- 
tions, eliding anything and everything. But 
Pharrell forgets Kanye’s supreme wit. 

“That rounds out the hip-hop half 
of In My Mind; the back half is all Stevie-envi- 
ous, R&B, Pharrell’s fragile 
falsetto extending well past its usual 15-sec- 
ond welcome. “Young Girl” Jay-Z turns 
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MIXTAPE MASTER trumped himself with the street prequel his official

in his softest, most dumbed-down 16 yet. To 
think that artists turned to Pharrell to make 
them sound confident, better. . . Now Kanye 
shouts “Come on!” at Pharrell on “Number 
One” as if they were at the club and Pharrell 
get his nerve approach 
woman. Tails between their legs, they’ve 
never sounded unconvincing. 

Many have suggested that first 
mistake was keeping Hugo away from the 
boards. Others have come out the side 
“You're a producer, stick with production” — 
ersatz, dehumanizing argument that 
dabbler-rapping unfortunately 
supports. There’s also the popular opinion 
shared even among some eds this newspa- 


per that pop music dumbed down 
rule and smart exception and that 
Mind good enough expendable fare 
until the next limp plop boilerplatter ar- 
rives. Fair enough, except that Pharrell is ac- 
tually fascinating rapper when lets 
himself go. Back March, teamed with 
Drama for The Prequel, street 
mixtape intended hip the public Phar- 
rell’s progress rapper. their 
nature, mixtapes enjoy boundless sampling 
privileges, uninhibited the proper record 
industry’s winding copyright laws. It’s 
great way leak new material while reveal- 
ing artist’s musical interests and 
influences. At worst, they don’t sell and no 


one loses much money. No wonder hip-hop, 
an endlessly self-referential, tradition-re- 
specting music, flourishes at this level. 

Even less a wonder then, that Pharrell, a 
middle-class, band-camping rap geek, 
would do better in this zone, too. From 
GZA’s “Liquid Swords” to Ice Cube’s “It Was a 
Good Day,” he and Drama chose beats with 
stylistic and historical overtones to comple- 
ment Pharrell’s self-obsessed lyrics, which 
catalogue his wealth in meticulous base- 
ball-card-collector detail, and his charm- 
ingly barebones flow, a straightforward 
speaking tone, as if his words just hap- 
pened rhyme. 

True, what constitutes “rapping” has ex- 
panded, and rappers need not rap well — or 
even at all — to move units. “They say | ain’t 
lyrical,” Jeezy baits his critics on his last DJ 
Drama mixtape, Can't Ban the Snowman. It’s 
tricky. Realness sells better than skills. And 
Jeezy were showier rapper, tak- 
ing time away from his purported actual 
profession drug dealing. More-polished 
rappers, in Jeezy’s estimation, are merely 
“Denzel Washington ass they 
good actors, they act real good.” The art is in 
developing cult personality manip- 
ulating the mechanisms publicity and 
popularity. The best rappers are the best 
businessmen. 

Which is the weird loophole Pharrell ex- 
ploits for street cred. “Tough guy, 
says over “ath Chamber,” a relentless and 
paranoid and tough RZA beat. effete 
and clumsy loverboy with middle-class back- 
packer roots, and he’s up-front. He’s also 
rich, and he loves cataloguing his belong- 
ings. He’s interested more in colors, num- 
bers, and all-around stats and less in what it 
means to own so much: “I ordered the Phan- 
tom coupe that was smoke-pipe gray/And the 
interior was like crack-rock beige/At least 
that’s what looked like when was that 
page/I combed the whole brochure but it did 
not say/Oh well,” he raps over Noriega’s “I’m 
AG,” Pharrell produced. Jewelry reg- 
ularly compared to candy, and his Billionaire 
Boys Club and Ice Cream clothing lines are 
prominently advertised his lyrics. Phar- 
rell’s interest in the drug trade (“Sound Boy”) 
its precision and financing: “Pusha told 
me you can get a ki for 16.” 

Pharrell pulls together his world view 
one massive statement the end his spot 
on Lupe’s “Kick, Push” remix: “Hate it or love 
it, nigga, the world.”

Without getting into the history and the morality of mixtapes, or the myth of 

illegality and “sticking it to the man” and the general heard-it-first bullshit that 
comes out of people crafting flimsy identities from buying the latest mixtape on-line, 
it’s worth mentioning that Pharrell isn’t the first rapper who's scored more artistic 
points with a mixtape than with a sanctioned label release. My favorite mixtapes 
catch rappers with their guards down — carefree, in love with their art, uninhibited by 
fears of albums tanking or samples not clearing. They talk candidly about their 
Careers, rap over instrumentals important to them or simply ones they think they can 
do a better job with, give fans a taste of what they're working on. In the process they 
create context and figure themselves into a tradition. Whether mixtapes are more 
honest representations of what an artist is really about, well, who can really know. 
But here are a few that suggest maybe that's the case. 


JUELZ SANTANA | BACK LIKE COOKED CRACK VOL. 1-3 | The Harlem rapper and 
Dipset clique veep gained a rabid following off this 2005 series, his lovably humble 
young hustler identity coalescing further on each subsequent volume. He showed a 
knack for flipping the big hits: turned the Ying Yang “Wait (The Whisper 
Song)” into a nervous stick-up anthem, made Kanye's hook on “Golddigger” into the 
get-to-the-gym jam “You ain't nothing but a fat bitch.” And, keeping theme, Snoop's 
“Drop It like It's Hot” became “Drop a Couple Pounds.” All great stuff — all missing 
from his Def Jam CD What the Game's Been Missing!, which traded Juelz's humor for 
unconvicted gangsta posturing and, inexplicably, left off “Pick It Up,” a sex rap of train 
metaphors and choo-choo toot-toots. 

Dj DRAMA AND YOUNG JEEZY | CAN’T BAN THE SNOWMAN | Following the 
Atlanta rapper's smash debut, Thug Motivation 101 (Def jam), a steady stream of 
well-received radio hits (“Go Crazy” was NYC traffic’s song of the summer), controver- 
sy surrounding his child-friendly, coke-citing snowman iconography, and (generally 
speaking) a change in attitude regarding Southern rap's more-is-less production and 
less-is-more lyricism, Can't Ban the Snowman further explored jeezy's icy minimalist/ 
nihilist tendencies. He realizes here that his stardom is based less on skill and more 
on purported realness, even slamming rappers who spend time putting pen to paper 
in the studio. The best rappers, he suggests, don't rap at all. 

Dj DRAMA AND LIL WAYNE | DEDICATION 2 | Wayne's Tha Carter 2 (Cash Money) 
slipped by 2005, with the New Orleans rapper's Leno appearance, the radio single 
“Fireman,” and the suddenly dense rhyme schemes and endless punch lines turning 
only a few heads. Once a former Hot Boy with a pottymouth, he’s been putting out 
mixtapes like Dedication 2 where high lyricism, the coke trade, bitches, Hurricane 
Katrina, ESPN Sportscenter, and quality blow jobs are of equal and paramount impor- 
tance. Nobody out there has a better, more variable delivery (by turns impossibly syn- 
copated and weeded-lungs cool), nobody's funnier, and save for Cam’Ron’s Purple 
Haze (Roc-a-Fella), nobody's espousing so fascinating a world view, so vigorously 

J-LOVE AND GHOSTFACE KILLAH | HIDDEN DARTS 2 | This one preceded Ghost's 
2004 CD The Pretty Toney Album (Def jam), which further distanced the Wu-Tang rap- 
per from Clan producer RZA’s paranoid knobwork in favor of party-pleaser soul sam- 
pling like the Delfonics-cribbed “Holla.” It didn't feature any Wu-Tang guests either 
which was too bad: the RZA-produced “Run” is the best cut on the album, and in gen- 
eral the rambling jokester Ghost does better when he has his straight men, especially 
Raekwon Hidden Darts 2 situates Pretty Toney's best cuts among more straightfor- 
ward Shaolin fare (including “Motherless Child” and RZA's “Fast Cars”), and it includes 
three really big tracks (“Drummer,” “New Splash,” and “Gorilla Hood”) that were left off 
the proper release.

unk rock has never been a seemly 
genre in which to grow old. Not 
that that’s kept bands both 
sides of the Atlantic from reuniting 
regularly, especially in the wake of 
the ’90s neo-punk renaissance. In some cas- 
es — X are one good example — the very na- 
ture of punk rock’s anything-goes zsthetic 
has allowed artists to mature without losing 
their edge. If D Boon were alive today, he’d 
still be making music, under the Minute- 
men umbrella or otherwise. But one strain 
of punk — hardcore, with its loud, fast rules 
— has always screamed YOUTH MUSIC! And 
like Sid Vicious, a number of hardcore’s 
more notorious characters have followed the 
advice of the Who's “My Generation” and 
died young. Cerms singer Darby Crash OD'd 
in 1980 after just one Joan Jett-produced al- 
bum by the band. Flipper singer/bassist Will 
Shatter lasted a bit longer before he OD'd in 
1987. That hasn't kept either of those two 
bands from joining another formative Cali- 
fornia hardcore outfit, the Adolescents, in 
reuniting for tours this summer. The Ado- 
lescents and the played back-to-back 
nights at Axis at the tail end of July; Flipper 
are set play the Middle East downstairs 
this Saturday. There's not much in the way 
of new music here — just the old stuff 
played by older guys (and one gal, Germs 
bassist Lorna Doom). 

The music these bands made was written 
and recorded when the members were 
young, angry, and caught up in California’s 
burgeoning hardcore movement scene 
that sprang up in the wake of '70s punk ex 
plosions New York and London. What 
could it be like to form a band as a teenager, 
call the Adolescents, and then find your- 
self playing those same songs at the age of 
42? Alittie, oh, ironic, wouldn't you say? 

I put the question to Adolescents bassist 
Steve Soto backstage following their Axis 
set. “Whenever anyone says that, I say, ‘Do 
you think the Circle Jerks sit around and jerk 
each other Point taken. And the 
Adolescents, who did release the new OC 
Confidential (Finger) last year, weren't tour- 
ing? “We'd stay home, sit on the couch, and 
not play,” Soto deadpans. 

Soto encouraged the Adolescents’ 
audience, which he estimates is three-quar- 
ters kids. So they're at least still playing to 
adolescents. The mosh pit was buzzing with 
youthful adrenaline during their set at Axis, 
as was a smaller but equally intense pit the 


following night for the Germs. “We started 
doing this again almost five years ago. If 
we'd found we were just playing to our 
peers, I don’t know if we'd have kept doing 
it.” Besides, the Adolescents have a genuine 
kid guitar: long-time family friend Joe 
Harrison, 16, filling in for temporarily on- 
leave oldster Frank Agnew. 

Soto and singer Tony Cadena formed the 
Adolescents with Agnew in ’79, after leaving 
Agent Orange; in ’81 they began a series of 
break-ups and reunions. Dozens of members 
have come and gone (even Germs/Nirvana 
guitarist Pat Smear was once an Adolescent), 
and Soto says there have been four major 
versions of the band. Derek O’Brien is now 
the drummer. How that’s affected the Ado- 
lescents’ legacy for debate. Soto him- 
self doesn’t seem too concerned about it. 

Pat Smear, back with the Germs af- 
ter stints with Nirvana and Foo Fighters, 
says, “1 always go on the assumption no one 
knows about us ‘cause we never left LA, but 
I've met people on tour who know all kinds 
of shit — more than we realized.” He’s 
amused by the “haters who say, ‘How dare 
backstage at Axis, “That's from kids who 
weren't even born then.” 

Although they emerged from the same 
scene, the Germs and the Adolescents are 
slightly different beasts. The Adolescents fa- 
vor speed, snarl, and pop hooks; the Germs 
have the speed and the but almost 
total disregard for hooks. Both keep their 
songs and their sets short. But the Germs re- 
union has less to do with keeping Smear and 
company off their couches than with film 
about the band bio-pic that features 
singer Shane West (who famously plays a 
doc on ER) in the role of Darby Crash. Smear 
says the film's 85 percent done. “We're a 
Hollywood band, so it fits right in.

Near they end, they raised champagne 
birthday toast to drummer Don Bolles. No- 
body asked his age. 

Formed in 1979, the San Francisco quar- 
tet Flipper were both part the loud, fast 
hardcore scene and almost completely its 
antithesis. Their songs —“Sex Bomb,” “Ha 
Ha Ha,” “Way of the World” — were one- or 
two-chord constructions that would trudge 
and glacial speed, with both guitar 
and bass darkly distorted to create a fat 
rumbling sound. And they just loved repeti- 
tion. The lyrics the seven-plus minute 
“Sex Bomb”: “She's a sex bomb, my baby, 
yeah.” Nasty, caustic, sarcastic, and 
messed-up were all part the Flipper ideal. 
founding drummer Steve DePace puts 
over the phone from the Bay Area, there 
was “a lot of irony and contradiction.” Like 
the Germs, Flipper nailed with their clas- 
sic debut, 1982’s Album: Generic Flipper. But 
they stumbled until Shatter’s heroin 
overdose, breaking only reunite 
briefly in "93 at the behest of Rick Rubin to 
record the subpar American for Ru- 
American Recordings label.

“We had the initial run, a real magical 
time,” DePace remembers. He calls the 
band’s current incarnation, with founding 
guitarist Ted Falconi and founding bassist/ 
singer Bruce Loose, “the third evolution. 
Good bad, time will tell. feel the op- 
portunity has presented itself: there’s still 
no one out there like Flipper.” 

True enough. Flipper were a shambolic, 
distorted, slow-moving train wreck, a 
seeming intentional affront to the audi- 
ence.

Green Gartside revives Scritti Politti

In rock and roll, sometimes you have 

to whisper to be heard. If you’re 50 and 
have been out the pop consciousness 
for most of the last 20 years, a frontal 
assault might just seem embarrassing. 
You're likely going to have ease back in 
from the side — especially if you've always 
been more comfortable the margins. 

Even anyone was expecting new 
album from Green Gartside, who’s been 
performing since the late Scritti 
Politti, one expected the attention 
that’s been generated by White Bread Black 
Beer (Nonesuch/Rough Trade). In Eng- 
land the has garnered raves, this 
country major pieces the New Yorker 
and the New York Times. To see Gartside 
staring out from those pages close- 
cropped reddish hair and beard was jolt 
to those of us who remembered the MTV- 
ready pop star of the mid ’8os, his hair 
dyed blond and hanging floppily over his 
forehead, impeccably dressed with a 
subtlety that made Duran Duran look 
like a bunch of tired old tarts. 

None that the gorgeous radio- 
Psyche 85 (Warner Bros.) — took away 
from the fact that Gartside’s performing 
name came from book the Italian 
Communist theorist Antonio Gramsci. 
Or that articles and reviews of the band 
were filled with chat about post-struc- 
turalism and praxis. What got some 
us lower orders about CeP 85, however, 
was that though didn’t any- 
thing gauche try ape soul music, 
the album displayed loving tenderness 
for a genre that, at the time, not many 
people seemed interested in. 

But get past the perfect hooks the 
hit “Perfect Way,” the sugar of Cartside’s 
not-quite-falsetto voice, and you find 
doubt and ambiguity all over the place.

“RARE BOHEMIAN 
CINEMA”

Just about everyone who survived the time 
with memory intact waxes nostalgic about 
the but perhaps none more than 
Czechs. the spring 1968, they had 
made. The “Czech New Wave” was starting 
take over the world cinema with such 
films Milos The Loves Blonde 
(1965) and The Fireman's Ball (1967), Ivan Pass- 
er’s Intimate Lighting (1966), and 
Closely Watched Trains (1966). Under Alexan- 
der “socialism with human 
face” was transforming the country and 
challenging the hidebound Stalinism 
Moscow. 

Whoops! Next thing you know, the 
tanks are rolling (one the last great 
films made the Czech New Wave was 
Jan Némec’s tragic, truncated documen- 
tary recording the Soviet invasion, Oratorio 
Prague). Socialism lost its human face 
and the country’s New Wave was dispersed 
squashed. Even after the Velvet Revolu- 
tion, when the country peacefully 
achieved autonomy, not genuinely sig- 
nificant film came out either the Czech 
Republic Slovakia. wonder the up- 
coming series the Museum Fine Arts 
Bohemian cinema “rare.” 

But not non-existent. In recent years 
there’s been renaissance sorts. would 
suppose that this movement being car- 
ried out small cadre committed 
artists, if only because the same actors 
keep cropping different films dif- 
ferent roles, kind like Mike Leigh 
movie recurrent dream. 

That’s not the only reason come away 
with sense déja vu. That magic spring 
still haunts Czech filmmakers. The 
first image foggy railroad tracks 
Bohdan WILD BEES (2001; August 
31) seems spring right out the mists 
Closely Watched Trains. Kaja (Zdenék RauSer) 
resembles the sweet, feckless youth the 
earlier picture, and though he doesn’t 
work railroad station, his disapproving 
father (who out veteran the 
failed 1968 revolution) does. Nothing 
wrong with allusions classics, course, 
but Bees also tries recapture Menzel’s bit- 
tersweet, goofy-absurd, and sometimes 
sentimental spirit. Exchanges like the fol- 
lowing come off as near parody:

Pavel LiSka is back, this 
time shedding his Michael Jackson poses 
for the ineffectual decency and melan- 
choly Tonik, harried loser who 
doggedly tries keep the family’s com- 
mune-like farm going (at times the film 
feels were going turn into Dans 
l'année 2000, aura Jonas 25|Jonah Who Will be 25 in 
the Year 2000) the outskirts grimy, 
failing industrial town. His childhood pal 
and unrequited love, Monika (Vilhelmova 
minus the cigarettes and attitude), mean- 
while, wants out her home town and 
plans travel San Francisco reunite 
with her boyfriend. 

friend DaSa (Anna Geislerova) 
provides the spark that sets these discon- 
tents in motion, though not necessarily to- 
ward resolution. Courtney Love 
type with two kids and bad case border- 
line personality disorder and rampant para- 
After her married sleazebag lover, Jara 
(Marek Daniel, how could you!), dumps 
her, she falls apart, and Monika and Tonik 
move take care her two boys. Will 
the two find surrogate family and true 
love together? will Tonik blow himself 
sabotaging Nazi weapons shipment? 

Sorry, that’s Closely Watched Trains. Any- 
way, you can see that the Czech movie tra- 
dition not necessarily one happy end- 
ings.

More than 
unhappy nightmarish, infernal, ni- 
hilistic, and lots fun. 

I’m referring, of course, to Jan Svank-

In short, his feature- 
length efforts seem sometimes over- 
whelming and wearisome. 

tries take the pressure off little 
the beginning LUNACY (2006; September

art. Art longer exists, only reflections 
narcissism. It’s a horror film, and if you 
must put finer point it, draws the 
motifs Edgar Allan Poe and the subver- 
siveness and obscenity the Marquis 
Sade. The theme? How run insane 
asylum: total suppression utter freedom. 
The world, points out, combines the 
worst elements each approach. 

Feel better now? Lunacy actually seems 
light-hearted compared with film like 
truly disturbing Little Otik 
(2000). It calls to mind similar romps rang- 
ing from Roman Polanski’s The Fearless Vampire 
Killers (1967) to Roger Corman’s The Raven (1963) 
and Pier Paolo It’s also 
reminiscent every other film this pro- 
gram, only because has all the same cast 
members. Such the much-abused Pavel 
who this point starting look 
like the Czech equivalent Steve Buscemi. 

Jean Berlot naive, virginal 
young man who’s introduced he’s 
being taken away screaming men 
white coats.

Jean not 
convinced, but he’s drawn note from 
the nurse (Anna Geislerova, not much sun- 
nier than Happiness), who begs for his help 
and darkly warns that, Das Kabinett des 
Doktor Cabinet Doctor Caligari, 
everything the asylum not seems. 

Indeed, it’s far worse. Although there’s 
lot going Lunacy, seems stretched 
out.

Ring Round the Moon Barrington Stage; Double Double Williamstown

Doublemint Twins The Par- 
ent Trap would not out place 
Berkshires stages this week. 
Barrington Stage Company inau- 
gurates its newly restored 1912 
Pittsfield theater with Ring Round the Moon 
(through August 27), Christopher Fry’s 1950 
adaptation Jean Anouilh’s 1947 piéce 
brillante Linvitation which 
identical twins, one a confirmed cynic, the 
other mooning romantic, work their way 
through weekend their aristocratic 
aunt’s chateau the south France. And 
Williamstown Theatre Festival presents 
artistic director Roger Rees Rick Elice’s 
tightly twisted 1986 comedy thriller Double 
Double (through August 27), which hangs 
plotted mistaken identity. gossamer 
aura of bitter longing hovers over the first;

Desmermortes, pronouncing the pre- 
tentious deluded pursuits her guests, 
she gets exhibit all the imperiousness 
Lady without even bothering ambu- 
late. And whether giving her plain-Jane 
companion orders to “trundle me, dear, 
trundle, trundle” recalling the glamor 
and heartlessness the good old days, she 
exudes a delicious, distracted hauteur that 
defies the broadness some the other 
performances. But Earnest perfect gem, 
the glittering Ring more rhinestone. 

fairy-tale consideration emotional 
truth and carefully crafted illusion 
(“Proof,” opines the hardened brother, 
“means nothing if no one believes it”), un- 
tarnished innocence and jaded sophistica- 
tion, the comedy pits Isabelle — a beauti- 
ful, Cinderella-like ballet dancer invited to 
ball the anti-romantic Hugo cure his 
susceptible twin, Frederic, of an infatua- 
tion with a wealthy beavty who doesn’t 
love him against worldly iceberg 
gentry which Hugo merely the tip. But 
Anouilh more philosophizing George 
Bernard Shaw than epigram-spewing 
Oscar Wilde.

She also makes lit- 
tle heavy-handed, especially the hands 
That '7os Show star Debra Jo Rupp as Isabelle’s 
pushy mother masquerading countess 
flapper togs and furry mules. the oth- 
hand, how delicate need things when 
Anouilh himself throws girl fight? 

Broadway vet Karl Eigsti supplies 
glamorous cartoon of a conservatory, with 
numerous doors, some louvered, some 
painted glass, through which Christopher 
Innvar can pop with uncanny alacrity 
now Hugo, now Frederick, identical 
white tie and tails though not heart and 
demeanor. (At one point, Hugo seems 


barely to have divested himself of his cof- 
fee cup stage left when Frederic enters 
from the right.) Innvar distinguishes the 
brothers body language, you always 
know who he is, even before he opens his 
mouth though the end the script 
winks its own device. all and sundry, 
including a newly mated Frederic, await 
Hugo finish off the obligatory happy 
ending, note arrives saying that “for rea- 
sons which you all know” can’t make 
it. The actor not, after all, amoeba, 
capable splitting two. 

What Innvar is, having played Jack Wor- 
thing, Cyrano, and Valmont there, sort 
the Richard Burbage Barrington Stage. 
Tall, dark, and handsome, he cuts an au- 
thoritative, growling swath Hugo, 
though appropriately still dashingly 
hangdog Frederic. There are polished per- 
formances by a gangly Tandy Cronyn, 
vampish Christa Scott-Reed, waspish Re- 
becca Watson, and comically adept Mark H. 
Dold. And Jordan Charney brings light 
touch too-too-solid businessman Messer- 
schmann, who when can’t buy his unap- 
preciative daughter happiness joins Isabelle 
flurry financial ruination, tossing 
torn currency like much confetti. 

such attitude toward cold hard cash 
manifests itself Double Double, where what 
get tossed around are Pygmalion and the Scot- 
tish play. Jennifer Van Dyck plays brittle os- 


tensible widow Phillipa James, who picks 
hairy, homeless Duncan McFee (Matt 
Letscher) on the London Embankment and 
brings him home for Eliza Doolittle-like 
makeover, after which she hopes the 
cleaned-up and tonied-up Scotsman will 
able pass her husband, whom re- 
sembles, the handing over the mil- 
lion trust fund Richard James was to have 
inherited on his 37th birthday. The real 
Richard, his wife says, inconveniently died 
two weeks ago in an accident in Panama. At 
least, that’s the first of her stories in a 
mostly clever mystery that might well 
titled Fair Lady 

Along with lots hot water, 
wardrobe, and haircut, Phillipa supplies 
Duncan with tape which Richard, 
Shakespeare fan, declaims the witches’ 
“Double, double, toil and trouble” incanta- 
tion from Macbeth. That’s can get the 
voice down. But it’s one number 
quotes from the Scottish play (“Screw your 
courage,” says Duncan at one point), and 
you ought to prick up your ears. Just don’t 
pay too much attention the characters’ 
names you might trip over the outcome 
before desperate Phillipa changes her 
back story so many times that the play 
gets away from itself the last scene. 

Until then, it’s diverting fun, its sly 
cat-and-mouse and sexual sparks weighed 
down little thudding hints having 
with loose stair and some ponderousness 
masks.” Not that there isn’t duplicity, and 
there are masks, including, as she herself 
points out, for the inanimate 
ones, the Jameses have lived out their 10- 
year marriage opulent apartment that 
belonged his hovering mother, who col- 
lected, among other objets and antiquities, 
masks. And Neil towering chocolate- 
brown-and-chrome set full them. 

When Double Double (which Rees and 
Elice cooked one weekend Trevor 
Nunn’s house) opened in London, director 
Rees played Duncan, knows his way 
around the play. And it’s wonder 
took the part: it’s showcase 
chameleonic actor who gets turn 
dime from disheveled and disreputable, 
vaguely threatening bum with burr 
rakish English upper-class Richard. Even 
as himself, the made-over Duncan is soul- 
fully charming. And Matt Letscher con- 
vincing, even touching, the character’s 
hirsute and sanitized guises. Masculine 
and vulnerable at once, Van Dyck keeps a 
firm grip Phillipa almost until the end. 
But the writers should have given 
feminized moniker derived from Charles, 
not Phillip. After all, the thane calls his 
wife “dearest chuck.”

if the New Testament were rewritten 

for modern times language that in- 
cluded four-letter words and psychotic out- 
bursts against the inscrutable will God, 
the Good Book might read something like 
John Kolvenbach’s on an average day. The 
drama, which had its professional premiere 
in 2002 in London with Woody Harrelson 
and Kyle MacLachlan, layers comic relief into 
a searing reunion between two brothers — 
that is, if you're able to laugh while choking 
the taste bile. Directed Jeff Zinn, 
the engrossing New England premiere the 
work is at Wellfleet Harbor Actors Theater 
through September 9. 

Kolvenbach's story of two brothers 
seems more a parable than a melodrama of 
life in a dysfunctional family. Bobby and jack 
dare think the Kennedy brothers? 
were abandoned as children by an emotion- 
ally distant father who left the 14-year-old 
care for his eight-year-old brother. 
(Their mother had died earlier.) Some years 
later, repeat his father's behavior, 
Jack walked out on the teen-age Bobby, 
leaving him to cope on his own. The play be- 
gins 23 years later, with Jack returning to 
their childhood home, where his brother is 
still living. Although Jack's intentions are not 
clear, Bobby shows no surprise at his broth- 
er's reappearance. The title comes from 
Jack's refutation of the lies he had once in- 
vented about their father to comfort his 


little brother. “On an average day he left us,” 
Jack tells Bobby, seeking to destroy Bobby's 
distorted memories of distant comfort. 

A well-made play with channeling from 
Sam Shepard's True West and Edward Albee’s 
The Zoo Story, on an average day revolves 
around a significant prop and a role reversal. 
The two brothers have gone in opposite di- 
rections since their last meeting, walking 
the straight and narrow, Bobby becoming an 
outcast from society. But the tie that binds is 
a shared darkness. At the end, themes of 
guilt and redemption echo through Bobby's 
forgiveness his sins. 

Although the plot unfolds on designer 
Jackie Levinson's iiber-realistic set of a 
scruffy kitchen in a run-down farmhouse in 
upstate New York, Kolvenbach’s characters 
are both complex and mythic, mixing inno- 
cence and world-weariness. Robert Kropf 
makes Bobby wounded animal plunging 
around the tight stage space like a con- 
strained beast that erupts stream-of- 
consciousness cascade of fear, pride, and 
disbelief, all of it leavened by a childlike 
faith in Jack as his keeper. Erik Parillo, as the 
uptight Jack, gradually sheds his defensive 
facade to reveal even deeper wounds. These 
are bravura performances worth the trip to 
Wellfleet, where WHAT continues its distin- 
guished record of mounting plays that dis- 
rupt our complacency.

summer long I've had the 

phrase “Do the Lambarena” 

running through head, 

it were a dance craze, like the 

la-dee-dah or the lambada. It’s 
actually suite pieces assembled 
Pierre Akendengué and Hughes de Courson 
that, taking its name from the town in 
Gabon where Albert Schweitzer founded 
hospital in 1913, fuses Schweitzer’s beloved 
Bach — but why so many Passion selections? 
— with West African rhythms. In 1995, Val 
Caniparoli drew on that score to create for 
San Francisco Ballet a dance of the same 
name, in which men hunt, women carry, 
and there’s a Crucifixion scene to the Ag- 
nus Dei from the B-minor Mass. Boston 
Ballet staged it last March: the Times’ John 
Rockwell liked it, the Boston critics didn’t, 
audiences were divided as to whether it 
was an authentic African experience or just 
a tourist visit. 

I wondered what Caniparoli’s work 
would look like on a less white company — 
specifically Alvin Ailey American 
Dance Theater. It was, however, 
Pacific Northwest Ballet, under 
new director (and former New York 
City Ballet principal) Peter Boal, that 
brought Lambarena to Jacob's Pillow last 
week, and it turned out that PNB is even 
whiter, an entire company of Karine 
Senecas, the Boston Ballet principal who 
the lead female role conjured a white 
woman in Africa not trying to be anything 
else. Seneca at least had some elegance; 
PNB's Ariana Lallone was stiff-bodied, only 
her arms and her head in any kind of loco- 
motion, and in his solo Olivier Wevers 
could have been auditioning for 
Dean video. Clarisse singing 
the opening “Sankanda” kinetic that 
the absence of swivelhips on stage can’t 
spoil it, and the combination of “Ruht 
woh] ihr heiligen Gebeine” (from the St. 
John Passion) with handclaps and precen- 
tor’s invocations to the dead and the living 
and some disquieting animal movement 
from Caniparoli is hard to shake. Lambarena 
also looked less ambitious, and less preten- 
tious, on the smaller Pillow stage than it 
did at the Wang Theatre. But it still has 
“Whiteboy visits Africa with Berlitz and 
Baedeker” written all over it. 

Pacific Northwest Ballet also brought 
company ballet master Paul The 
Piano Dance, PNB choreographers’-showcase 
contributor Sonia Dawson's Ripple Mechanics, 
and George Duo Concertant. 
This last, choreographed for NYCB’s 
1972 Stravinsky Festival to a duo for 
violin and piano that Igor com- 
posed 1932, puts the musicians 
downstage right and has the two 


dancers stand alongside and listen the 
first section, way saying 
that all starts with the music. Marjorie 
violin sounded little 
muddy; Louise Nadeau and Olivier Wevers, 
meanwhile, looked on with frozen smiles 
straight out The Lawrence Welk Show, and 
when they started dancing, they kept grin- 
ning the audience and hardly looked 
each other, as if to say, “No sex, please, 
believe that Boal, who was not only a prin- 
cipal NYCB but very good one, does- 
n’t know better. And such a waste: 
Nadeau from the neck down was 
exemplary, once available and 
unavailable, her pelvis saying yes 
as her eyes said no, and Wevers 
had everything except an intelli- 
gent expression.

with less engaging music (Chopin, Cage, 
Ligeti, Cinastera) and pointlessly 
funky costumes (red leotards with short 
tail skirts for the ladies, red trousers with 
one leg bare and the other sporting three 
orange hoops for the men). The only music 
recognized was E-minor Prélude 
(lugubriously played Dianne Chilgren), 
which Gibson decorated with dreamy 
développés, stretching before (or after) 
sex.

interminably, with desk lamps. Boys doa 
goofy line dance; girls dance with one an- 
other. Girl rolls around with black plastic 
bag on head. Couples emerge in spotlight 
dances, one Fred one 
troubled and violent, one with mouths 
glued together. Boys in black T-shirts have 
various kinds of bad days as they spell out 
E-P-O-S and other Greek words. Boys and 
girls all put fishnet stockings over their 
faces. Girl peels off purple dress reveal 
red hooker outfit underneath; boys flash 
money and manhandle her while two other 
girls make out. Girl white leotard stands 
downstage right while dancer foetal 
position start out projected her 
womb. Curtain. About third the way 
through I found myself wishing I could see 
some old-fashioned Creek dancing, the 
kind the chorus did in the ancient dramas.

Mozart Dances Lincoln Center

NEW YORK — Mark Morris has 

worked with the Mostly Mozart Fes- 
tival before, but this year’s commission 
from the 40-year-old summer music se- 
ries posed a large-scale challenge, a full 
evening of new work. For Mozart Dances, 
Morris resisted the obvious gambit: the 
potpourri program with introductory 
group work, dark piece, and upbeat 
closer, different styles and combina- 
tions of dancers. Instead, he went for an 
all-piano repertoire (Concertos Nos. 11 
and 27 and the Sonata in D for Two Pi- 
anos, K.448), with pure-dance 
pieces named after the music, all using 
essentially the same complement 
dancers. Distinguished pianist Emanuel 
played all three pieces, joined Yoko 
Nozaki the sonata. The Mostly Mozart 
Festival Orchestra was conducted 
Louis Langrée. 

High culture doesn’t get much higher 
than this. The 2700-seat New York State 
Theater was filled for last week’s three 
performances. Morris seemed have 
scheme mind grand the occasion. 

Even though each dance with its mu- 
sical foundation was self-contained, 
thought was working out extended 
framework for his old preoccupation 
with gender roles and role playing.

In 1946, after two years studying art at 
Boston’s Museum School, a 25-year-old 
Elisworth Kelly returned to France, where 
served with Army camouflage bat- 
talion during World War Il. He jotted 
glimpses of windows, shadows, branches, 
chimneys. In four pages from 1950 that are 
included in “Under Cover: Artists’ Sketch- 
books” at Harvard's Fogg Museum, you look 
over his shoulder studies the striped 
fabric and odd patches of a cabana on a French 
beach. If you're familiar with his trademark 
striped paintings and monochrome panels, 
you can imagine how he'd go ga-ga for the 
abstraction he discovered in the fabric. He 
pares the pattern down to just the patches, 
demonstrating his method of editing bits of 
the world until they become disorientingly 
abstract while maintaining the particularity 
their worldly shape. 

“Under Cover” is one of those lucid, edi- 
fying shows the Harvard museums excel 
at. Drawing on the institution's collection, 
curator Miriam Stewart has assembled 70 
sketchbooks and 45 drawings orphaned 
from sketchbooks from the past 350 years 
catalogue, beautifully and precisely, the 
various species: the artistic diary, the 
storehouse of sights recorded for future ref- 
erence, the workbooks in which artists like 
Kelly puzzle out ideas and designs. 

Sanford Robinson produces tiny 
precise landscape drawings while search- 
ing for fodder for paintings. A facsimile of 
one his albums that you can flip through 
includes pacific rendering Fer- 
ry in Virginia, drawn less than a year after 
John Brown seized the federal arsenal there 
and a year before the Civil War began. In 
1903 and '04, Evelyn De Morgan practices 
drawing hands, feet, the bend of an elbow. 
the the Reverend Sebastian Cates 
studies bugs, butterflies, and the downy 
belly dead lesser Antillean tanager ly- 
ing its back. renders them delicately 


and photographically, as if they were 
pinned into album. 

The most astonishing testimony 
the wealth the Fogg’s holdings 
two books of Jacques-Louis David 
studies for his famous 1807 painting 
The Coronation of the Emperor Napoleon 1. 
Here Bonaparte’s sister stands stiffly, 
there naked Napoleon holds the 
crown will place his wife 
Joséphine’s head. Please note that the 
emperor’s small wiener (talk about a 
Napoleon complex) does not necessar- 
ily represent his true manhood, since 
the body drawn from stand-in for 
the busy ruler. Again there is a fac- 
simile you can leaf through filled 
with the cast of thousands in all their 
finery, the drawings gridded prepa- 
ration for transfer to the canvas. 

At the turn of the 2oth century, 
John Singer Sargent dashes out groups 
people and dynamic gestures for his 
Boston Public Library murals. In the 
Henry Moore and David Smith 
plan out sculptures in the late Cubist- 
Surrealist style it seemed anybody who 
was anybody employed before Abstract 
Expressionism burst onto the scene. 

Some, like the great draftsman 
George Crosz, are flattered the 
show’s emphasis drawing. Oth- 
ers, like Cézanne and Manet, are rep- 
resented by clumsy sketches that 
suggest their genius lay with the 
paintbrush, not a pen or pencil. 

In the summer of 1950, the same 
summer young Kelly was doodling in 
France, a 57-year-old Crosz was down 
in the dumps in New York. In his na- 
tive Cermany, his incendiary carica- 
tures corrupt, incompetent politi- 
cians and generals, war profiteers, maimed 
veterans, prostitutes and feral citizenry 
had won him artistic accolades and landed 
him in hot water. (Crosz’s work, so suited to 
our political moment, cries out for a retro- 
spective exhibit.) fled Manhattan 
1933, just moments before Hitler became 
chancellor of Germany and the Nazis visited 
his Berlin home and studio hunting for 
him. He arrived enthusiastic to start over, 
but nearly years later was struggling 
make ends meet. Life magazine was ask- 
ing whether Jackson Pollock was “the Creat- 
est Living Painter the United States.” 
Meanwhile, in the New York that was on 
the cusp of supplanting Paris as the center of 
the artistic universe, Crosz’s old-school style 
selling. 

“I must have somehow or other wanted 
this slow form of suicide,” he wrote toa 
friend. But one (apart from al- 
cohol) can help person this position.

The Fogg presents sketchbook filled 
with drawings New York skyscrapers 
(studies for a rare late commission) and ex- 
quisite portraits mice smashed traps 
his Long Island home.

The stuffed 200-year-old carcass 
Spix’s macaw borrowed from 
Harvard’s Museum of Comparative 
Zoology lies case. has yellow 
eyes, a white head, a blue tail, and 
black claws. Its once vivid colors 
have gone dull. One wall has a 
Spix’s macaw timeline: discovery 
Europeans 1818, appearances 
Western zoos, export bans, sight- 
ings the wild, poaching, breed- 
ing programs, report one 
last male in the wild that vanishes a 
decade later. 

There are forms recording the 
loan the dead bird from Harvard 
and map Brazil with pin mark- 
ing the spot something, perhaps 
where macaws were found. A 2003 
photo shows two caged Spix’s 

nacaws. Printouts Web pages fact 
sheets, scientific reports, news accounts — 
fill four bulletin boards. I skimmed bits; it 
was too boring for read all. Now 
and again reel-to-reel tape deck plays 
recording the macaw’s irritating 
screech, which Hakansson found the 
Web and turned into bird conversation.

GOING APE’ THE DECORDOVA, McNEIL MONTSERRAT, AND ‘OFFSPRING’ 


One hundred corrugated cardboard monkeys hanging 

from trapezes greet visitors to “GOING APE: CON- 
FRONTING ANIMALS IN CONTEMPORARY ART,” which 
opens at the DeCordova Museum and Sculpture Park on Sep- 
tember 2. The playful primates, with their limber limbs and 
tails extravagantly intertwined to create curling patterns in 
space, are the creation of Connecticut-based artist James 
Grashow, and they serve as a lively introduction to the dense 
menagerie promised by this show. “Going Ape” includes work 
by 19 artists and one artist team, Russian duo Vitaly Komar & 
Alex Melamid, who came to the US from the USSR in the late 
‘70s as dissident conceptual artists combining Soviet Realism 
with Pop Art and are now collaborating with elephants in 
Thailand to produce paintings to raise awareness of the 
plight of these threatened creatures. The rest of the work is

perfect pre-theater scene 


WITH ITS wine bargains and good Italian food, will grow you. 


This space used Limbo, electronica 
lounge with terrific ultra-modern small 
plates. The servers would say “Welcome 
Limbo” with a smile. But, for whatever rea- 
son, the limbo moment passed. Now we 
have Ivy, with similar music, more conven- 
tional and darker décor the multi-level 
space, and an Italian menu that is done quite 
well, well interesting wine policy. 
Mantra across the street, an underserved 
part downtown near the Theater District. 

The only drawback, and this may not 
matter to everyone, is that the menu has- 
n't changed in 10 months. Italian food is 
good year-round, but it’s odd see seri- 
ous menu August without local corn, 
tomatoes, seasonal fish, and other special 
opportunities. The exception our night 
was lot fresh arugula garnishes and 
side salads. The upside this drawback 
(or plan) is generally lower prices. 

The breadbasket full crusty slices 
with lot big holes, not perfect for soak- 
ing up the clean, herbal extra-virgin olive 
oil, but ideal for the cloves roasted garlic 
alongside. Salads serve about three people, 
“per tavola” wonderful idea. The Cae- 
sar ($10) had a nice garlicky dressing, with 
cheese in the croutons, and was quite re- 
freshing. Also listed with the appetizers 
the only plausible dessert, cheese platter 
(market price; recently $14). The cheeses 
were picked for wedding: something old 
(aged and nutty shavings with balsamic 
glaze), something new and blue, and some- 
thing smoked (Gouda). The fruits were fine 
fresh watermelon, average pineapple 
wedges, and giant seedless red grapes. 

Small plates could serve as appetizers or 
a snack, or two could be a meal for many 
people. Pasta plates were the size you get 
in Italy. Gnocchi Sorrentina ($11) were 
dense pasta nuts with a spicy tomato 


sauce. Tiger-shrimp linguine ($12) was not 
dente would have been Italy, 
but it was nicely flavored, with just-wilted 
arugula and very tender shrimp. 

the protein tip, duck confit ($12) was 
nicely cured leg (though not with 
and side salad arugula. Mus- 
sels ($9) were a fine little heap, reasonably 
plump for the season, with good dipping 
sauce with plenty garlic and pepper. Tu- 
na ($12) was sushi-quality slices, seared on 
one side and crusted with black and white 
sesame seeds. The dip was the kind pink- 
mayonnaise hot sauce you get the hotter 
sushi places. There was also tiny side sal- 
shredded cucumber and bit dill. 
Scallops ($12) were three tasty sea scallops 
with a lot of pancetta (which now seems to 
include smoked bacon on Italian menus) 
and wisp sauce. 

There are also side dishes, such as 
herbed frites ($5), which weren't herbed or 
crisp, but did have lot potato flavor, 
served paper bag fancy plate. 
asparagus ($5) were nicely done, 
but with the sub-pencil-thin asparagus 
available August: kind chewy. This 
the time year when you should put 
something like grilled zucchini instead. 

There are only four real entrées, and 
least three are excellent. Pan-roasted cod 
($17) vertical plate scalloped red pota- 
toes, topped with perfectly cooked meaty 
codfish, and that turn topped with 
stewed tomatoes. Pollo bella Napoli ($17) is 
variant the popular dish pork and 
peppers, typically served with oven-roasted 
potatoes. Here, the chicken boneless 
chunks with green bell peppers, and the 
potatoes are in a vinegary sauce that I liked 
enough ask for more bread with which 
to sop it up. 

Florentine steak (market price; recently 
$24) would be, in Florence, a thick Porter-

house served blood-rare. requested medi- 
um-rare, and the steak (cooked to order) 
was one those trapezoidal cuts that are 
hard place: top sirloin? Tip steak? Club 
steak? Whatever was, had good bal- 
ance of tenderness and beefiness, with a 
bit of sauce (or seasoned jus) that made it 
special. The smashed potatoes, skin-on 
with some herbal mix-ins, were superb. 

The wine policy Ivy maintain 
long list, mostly Italian, but with others 
from around the fill in, the 
same price: $26 per bottle, $10 for a six- 
ounce glass, $18 for 12-ounce “Quartino.” 
The stemware is large, so the wines will 
show well. Given that many restaurants 
these days have few bottles under $30, this 
moderate-price restaurant wine. 

Ivy does not have desserts. This 
reasonable policy for restaurant whose 
dinner business may prove to be mostly 
pre-theater, and which wants lounge and 
small-plate customers for most the 
evening. Wine lovers could use that cheese 
for dessert. The restaurant, however, 
will offer you complimentary little dish 
of ice cream, with a tiny cone as garnish. 
inhaled ours. 

Service Ivy was quite good. asked 
for our dishes they came from the 
kitchen, and our server didn’t seem 
mind the extra trips involved. The atmos- 
phere still somewhat limbo, one 
feels odd eating full-course meal 
lounge, even when seated table with 
tablecloth (or one marble-topped larger 
table in back). The music is some kind of 
background electronica sample was 
sent part the promotion for the open- 
ing the restaurant. The crowd looks 
young and bar-friendly, but not crowded 
trendy. The division into small rooms 
keeps down some the noise. 

The décor rather darker than Limbo’s 
was, with interesting new motif 
black-iron fences the walls the kind 
fences that surrounded Victorian homes.

THE LIZARD KING 

Julian Dibbell successful freelance 
writer. His work has appeared everywhere 
from and Monde Wired. But for 
while, about three years ago, didn’t 
feel much like writing all. just 
wanted kill lizard men. 

his new book, Play Money: Or, 
Quit Day Job and Made Millions Trading Virtu- 
al Loot (Basic) Dibbell introduces us to the 
people who make money playing massive 
multiplayer online games (MMOs) like 
EverQuest World Warcraft. 

They working for months 
create character these fantasy 
worlds, assiduously building their faux- 
reality bona fides through hours upon 
hours of game play, until they’re spe- 
cialized and accomplished, with high- 
level skills and hefty coffers filled with 
selling imaginary iron ingots virtual 
real estate eBay for real American dol- 
lars. One man even farmed out the la- 
bor, paying Mexicans Tijuana real 
money — more than they would have 
made tilling fields play Ultima Online 
for hours every day while profited 
from their “work.” 

Dibbell has been spelunking these par- 
allel worlds since before many even 
heard the Internet. His Village Voice essay 
Rape Cyberspace,” written 1993 
and describing text-based online world 
called LamdaMOO, was a seminal work in 
exploring virtual reality. But all this 
amazing even him. all represents 
eae something entirely new, he writes, “the 
traditional economics the intangible 
being stretched the point surreality.” 

Dibbell created character and got 
down it. first, his interest was mere- 
reportorial. That changed quickly. “The 
real motor online the incessant involve- 
ment players these games,” says. 
“It’s just very hard get close them 
without getting sucked into the addictive 
treadmill achievement and acquisition. 
And did. There was, hunting lizard 
men and really obsessively trying to raise 
level and acquire little gold here and 
there. And just struck that this 
ridiculous. I’m spending all time 
this career, which is an imaginary one. 
gotta cut this out, cold turkey, I’ve 
gotta make this part career.”

In 1899, Charles Duell, the head of the US patent office, sent a letter to President 
McKinley advising him close the patent office since “everything that could invented 
has been invented.” People love to spout this anecdote. That the letter (or the sentiments 
behind it) ever existed is up for grabs, but the story lingers because everyone likes to tell 
themselves that all the good ideas are not already taken. 

If you're kicking yourself for not being the lucky schmuck who came up with the Million 
Dollar Homepage, you need to stop. There's an even better idea out there, and it’s floating 
in one of your heads. Here's a step-by-step guide of how to get there. 


@ Your idea needs two things: it must capture people's imagination, and it must be in- 
credibly simple. You need get your brain different wavelength thinking, condi- 
tioning for that “no, moment.
